Mail Commnnication 

If th« gio«a expenditure in proportion 
io population betaken as the gauge.itcnn- 
isot be Sftid that British Cohimbin has 
been parsimoniously treated by the Ft" 
deral authorities in respoct to postal ac- 
commodation, An annual expenditure, in 
excess of receipts, equal to ton dollars for 
every man, woman aud child (exclusive cf 
Indians) cortaiuly docs not savor of par- 
simony. But we entirely dissent from 
tlie proposition that such would consti 
tuto a jiropor gauge. The postal service 
of any country, more particularly of a 
now country, is nomattor of mere pounds, 
shillings and pence. We prefer to class 
it higher— with eduoation, for instance. 
It is a necessity of our civilization; and 
the more advanced civilization, tho more 
urgent the necessity. Commerce carries 
food and clothing for tho body. Tho pos»- 
tal service is the medium for convening 
food and clothing for the mind-tho means 
of holding communion with distant friends 
aud onterchanging thought with universal 
brotherhood. That the population of 
tbiB Provinco averages higher in this re- 
spect thau that of older Provinces needs 
no proof. It iB sufficiently nccounted for 
by natural causes, and will bo conceded 
•without argument. British Columbia 
too, is so circumstanced as to render mail 
service more costly than in other conn 
trieB. Having compared it with educa. 
tion in one respect, let us compare the 
two in another. To her praise bo it said, 
British Columbia places a free common 
school education within tho reach of every 
child between five and fifteen years of 
ago. The machinery is not yet completo, 
but the completion of it will only make 
our present argument stronger. Educa. 
tion is now costing tho state more than $50 
a year for every child in attendance at the 
public schools.— a proportion which we 
venture to say is unequalled in any other 
country on the fete of the earth. And 
yet, who would think of advocating that 
tho State should stay its hand? So far 
from that, we believe there osists an intel 
ligent conviction that tho appropriation 
for education should be increased. And, 
so, we are free to maintain, it should 
be with the matter more immediately un- 
der consideration. The question should 
not be How much is the service costing 
now in gross, per letter, or per capita ? 
Tub enquiry ought to bo, Does the pre- 
sent service meet the reasonable necessi- 
ties and just expectntioi.s of tho people ? 
There can be no hesitation whatever in assert- 
ing that it does not. Leaving for the pre- 
sent the moro genoral view, let us advert 
to a particular instance of palpable inad- 
quaoy — not because it i§ the only ono, 
but because it may probably bo regarded 
as the most pressing. Tho reader will 
doubtless have guessed Mint wo refer to 
the ninil service between this city and 
Nanaimo, The service is a weekly ono. 
The mails aro dispatched from Victoria 
every Tuesday morning at 7 o'clock, 
without any reference whatever to the ar- 
rival here of mails from all parts; and 
they are dispatched from Nnnaimo to Vic- 
toria on Thursday morning, excepting 
twice a month, when tho steamer goes to 
Comox, on which occasion they are dis- 
patched on Friday morning. Now, keep- 
ing in view the irregularity with which 
mails arrive from abroad, it will readily 
be seen what vexatious and injurious de- 
lay may frequently occur in tho transmis- 
nion of mail matter to Nanaimo. And, 
taking into account tho irregularities of 
movement and consequent failure to con- 
nect alike with incoming and outgoing 
mails, it will bo apparent that Nanaimo is 
little bettor off in this respect than she 
would be with a good fortnightly service 
and proper connections. But we contend 
that tho time has fully como whou oven i 
complete weekly mail service would fni 
to meet the just demands of Nanaimo 
Trebled in population and more than tro 
bled in point of commercial nnd indus 
trial importance within the past three o: 
four years, Nanaimo has a right to expect 
and can fairly demand increased mail ao 
commodation. Itwas hoped thattho pro- 
posals recently mode by tho Dominion 
Government, looking to the immediate 
establishment of telegraphic communica 
tion between Victoria and Nanaimo, would 
have promised an early mitigation; but it 
is to be feared that the action of tho local 
Government has dissiptted that hope, 
a circumstauce which strengthens tho 
ground of appeal for a more adequate 
mail service; and we respectfully urge 
her claims uppon tho attention of the 
Federal authorities. Considerations of 
time and space forbid our enlarging up 
on tho question of what would constitute 
a proper service, and how it might bo nc 
pomplished without involving any consi- 
derable charge upon tho public rovonuo 
On this part of tho subject wo will take 
occasion merely to state that the service 
should be twice a week between Victoria 
and Nanaimo; once a week between Nan 
aimo and Comox; and that, one steamer 
being competent to perform tho principal 
nervice, two trips a week, instead of otio, 
should not necessitate any very serious 
increase in the expense. Of coiuro, the 
service between Nanaimo and Comox 
would not ho performed by the same 
steamer; but wo apprehend no difficulty 
in procuring some suitablo boat for that 
route It would scarcely seem necessary 
to enlarge upon tho geueral benefits to 
trade and settlement all along tho coast, 
oertain to result from such improved 
moans of communication. It would not 
be easy to overestimate the influence upon 
these interests exerted in tho past by tho 
regular weekly trips of a mail stnamor. 
Certain it ia that tuerois a wonderful ilLf- 



feronce between the passenger and freight 
lists of the present and four years ago. 
The east coast interests have, ic fact, 
completely outgrown the service which 
has contributed bo muoh towards their 
development. It is in the oommon inter- 
est of the Dominion, as well as of the 
Provinoe, that due scope should be afford- 
ed for progressive expansion; nor can 
there exist a possibility of doubt that for 
every dollar it would be called upon to 
contribute for tho required additional 
service, the Federal Exchequer would 
gain two in return. 



Education in England 

Tho vote aBked from tho English House 
of Commons for the Stato Education De- 
partment for the present year was £1,- 
35G,852stg., aud it was grantod without a 
dissentient voice. It is true that this 
sum was but £57,000 in oxoess of the pre- 
ceding year, but a fair idea of tho . great 
progress which has been made in this 
educational movement will bo got from 
the fact that 35 years ago the Educational 
Department of tho Stato was startod with 
$30,000, Yet tho maximum is far from 
being attained, and we have no doubt 
that us the people find tho expenditure 
brings in rich returns, they will pay their 
money still more cheerfully. At present 
there are 2,200,000 boys and girls receiv- 
ing instruction, but it is anticipated that 
by tho middle of noxt year England nnd 
Wales will bo provided with schools for 
4,000,000 children., of whom 2,500,000 
will bo educated in voluntary schools re- 
ceiving grants, 1,000,000 in those not re- 
ceiving grunts, aud 500,000 in the School 
Board establishments. Lord Lundon, the 
Educational Minister, in asking 'for the 
vote, remarked upon tho difficulties in- 
terposed in the way of this grand move- 
ment by the struggles of religious bodies. 
"He could not help sometimes fancying," 
ho said, "that tho great mass of tho work- 
ing population watched them with eager 
gaze while they were quarrelling and 
struggling about ihe education of their 
children, and ho oould not but express 
liis earnest conviction that that Church 
and that religious body which showed 
most entirely an impartial spirit— not 
that which showed the most grasping 
desire to draw pooplo by means of tho 
national funds into its' fold, but tho 
Church which thought least of itself and 
most of the children to bo educated — 
would be the ono which would ultimate- 
ly win the suffrages of tho population."

ARISTOCRATIC COACHING). 

Tou have only to read the tradition 
of Tony Weller, Esquire, in the ever- 
to-be-remembered Pickwick Papers, to 
see in what high esteem and honour 
tho British stage-coach and its rubi- 
cund driver havo nlways been held in 
this horso-loving islo. Tho stage 
coach far out-rivals tho railway in the 
kind of sentiment which inspires tho 
poetry of all bards and tho romanco of 
novel writers. All Torydom, social ra- 
ther than political, wept aloud when 
tho railway began to supersede the 
glorious, rumbling old "four in hand." 
And this, may well bo believed;' for 
even now in tho fow localities in which 
the stage coach, rod or blue painted, 
with big wheels and lofty seat in air, 
still sturdily holds its own, thoro is 
really nothing moro charming to na- 
tive or tourist than bowling nlong tho 
deep-shaded English turnpikes atop 
one of these lubberly machines. I 
told you a little while ago that ono of 
tho qualifications seriously urged in 
favour of the Marquis of Huntington 
for tho Liberal leadership was Iub 
skill as a huntsman, and the admirable 
manner in which he fulfilled tho man- 
ly post of Master of the Buokhounds. 
A nobleman or wealthy squiro nood 
not have brains, charity, nor correct 
principles in order to bo popular; let 
him keep his pack of hounds or follow 
those of his country ahold; lot him 
subscribe to the country hunts; lot his 
face bo a familiar one at Epsom, Ascot 
and Newmarket, let his stud be a full 
one or his dogs something notably 
good — in a word, lot him show himself 
a sportsman — and he becomes straight- 
way dear to tho British heart. And 
among British sports there is none 
which arouses more interest and en- 
thusiasm than that of amateur coach- 
ing. This, after languishing for some 
years, has latterly been revived with 
nil its ancient eclat, and I suppose 
there has boen no time, since coach- 
ing became an aristocratic pastime, 
when it was moro assiduously cultiva- 
ted or skilfully practised than now. 
Butitistho historic sport, recalling 
some of the liveliest and gayest inci- 
dents in British social life. Those 
who have read "Verdant Green" will 
not forget the spoaking picture which 
represents the jovial Bouncer taking 
tho ribbons from tho coaohman on tho 
way to Oxford and driving himself tho 
four-in-hand with consummate grace 
and ease. From the Oxford student, 
nay, from tho very Eton boy with his 
tall hat, to tho greatest nobles^ the 
driving of a coach has been an envied 
and much-practised accomplishment. 

It has been a fashion for moro than 
a century, for tho old Bopson Driving 
Club, which many sportsmen can still 
remember as dividing publio attention 
with tho Reform agitation, was found- 
ed in the earlior days of Georgo III. 
What stories and traditions of coach- 
driving aro not told of tho wild old 
days of that obstinate and pious but 
sport-loving monarch? Who has not 
hoard of tho famous midnight conch- 
rides in which tho "Hell Fire" Club 
went down from London to thoir scan- 
dalous inock-monastry in tho country, 
when Join* Wilkes divided his atten- 
tion between tho reins and tuo utter- 
ance of witticisms as coarso as they 
were pungent and irresistible? Who 
does notrecall Charley Fox, afterwards 
to he the eloquent lender of the op- 
position, bowling through Surrey 
mounted on a high box, and falling off, 
and gottiug up again to go on an roolr,- 
lessly us before? Who does not think 
of the puffy aud padded Prince llogent, 
going down to his Oriental pavillionat 
Brighton, getting out of his carriago 
and mounting tho "ordinary," and 
rattling the passengers over tho un- 
even roads cloar to tho verge of the 
Sussex Downs? Time was, net very 
long ago, when it was the commonest 
thing iu the world for noblemen to vie 
with each other to get possession 
of tho reins of rogular four- 
in-hands; and I suppose coaches 
were novor driven out of Oxford forty or 
fifty years ago, by any other hands than 
thoso of undergraduates, who often paid 
high for tho privilege. Tho amateur 
whips were as many as tlioro woro wealthy 
and spurt loving men about town, young 
or old. It was us necessary an ao:oin- 
plishmant as billiards or a good scat in 
thesadJlo. The old Bouson Driving Club 
and it j successors have always been ri- 
vals in public estimation of tho Jocky 
Club, or tlio Athouiuum or Carloton. If a 
young-Englislimon had to chooso be- 
tweun membership in ono of them and 
the Cross of tho Bath, it would bo an even 
question which ho would ehooso. Nay, 
tlicre are Knights of the Garter who aro 
glad to bo counted as members of the 
'•Four in Hand Club, ' the "Ooaohing 
Club" and tho "Richmond Driving Club." 
These associations have stablos, studs and 
coaches, and make a business of showing 
their skill and on:o:ing into sprightly 
competition with cacti othor. Each has 
its historic and present heroes. Perhaps 
tho most famous of the aristooraUo oo'aoh- 
men of tho last general ion was tho Earl 
of Chestcrtiold, tlio successor of tho olo- 
gant oourtier of the Georgian ora, and the 
grandfather of tho present youthful lord. 
A more popular man did not live in Eng- 
land, or a moro reckless and extravagant; 
and his name has boon perpetuated and 
his memory kept green from tho fact that 
it was ho who kept up and fostered tlio 
custom of fashionable coaching, The 
leading amateur oonoluqan of the present 
(Jay iu tho iovlivl ami handsome Duke of 
pcqufort, who .is, indeed, in every res- 
pect, tlio reigning prince of British sport- 
mansbip, it is to this quality that ho 
owes the distinction of tlio Garter and a 
popularity suoh as rivals that of statosmen 
and generals. The Duke keeps tho most 
hospitable of open houses at Badminton, 
his noble country seat, and I suppose hus 
spent several tolerable fortunes un horses 
and vohiclos. Be id tho happy popnossor 
of tho tiuost ccrnoh in England, and ho 



does not disdain to show it off by him- 
self handing the ribbons of his famous 
four-in-hand. I believe he has won the 
Derby at least thrioe, and the Chester 
oup, the Donoaster; and tho Oaks I know 
not how many times. Let ma add that 
there is not a more genial, easy-going, 
find-spirited person in the whole range of 
aristooraoy; his fine jovial faoe is • treat 
to look upon. And he has brought up a 
family of ohildren who inherit hia sport- 
manlike tastes and sunny temperament. 
Last year ono of his daughters aooom 
paniod him in the saddle from London to 
Epsom to see tha Derby, and this young 
lady, who was .but soventeen, performed 
tho journey of moro than twenty miles in 
about two ho ir». His eld St :0!i, tl e Mar- 
quis of Worcester, who has rooentlycome 
of ago, is praised on all liands as one of 
tho most promising sportmeuin England, 
aud has won a spocial renown for hand 
ling the "four-in-hand" in a mannor 
which one of tho papors says "nearly ap- 
proaches perfection." 

THS COACHING CARSIVAIi. 

For two successive weeks Londoners 
1i»to had tho opportunity to witnoss tho 
power of the coaching aristoaraoy. Tho 
first exhibition was that the "Coaching 
Club," aud last wook the principal show 
took place, the "Eour-in Hand Club" 
turning out to bo judged and praised. 
The"Coaohing"is an offshootof tho "Four- 
in-Hand," a sort of "Junior Carlton" in 
sporting matters, and the chief intorost 
attached to the performance of tho paront 
organization. Tho Btart was made from 
Hyde Park, near tho Magazine. It be- 
ing a fino afternoon, a largo crowd of 
sport- lovers mot in tho broad opon space 
near by, and tho contiguous streets, Pio- 
cadilly, Saint James and Pall Mall, wero 
lined with spectators, among whom the 
bright colors denoting tlio presenoo of a 
gentler sex wore thickly strown. Presently 
the long lino of groat, lumboring, bril- 
liantly-painted and emblazoned and lux- 
uriously-cushioned ooaches wound 
through tho park, passed Apsloy House, 
and turnod eastward through Piccadilly. 
On tho top of each coaoh was somo well- 
known face, familiar to tho haunts of tho 
West End and tho choicest "meets" in the 
shires, habited in truo ooaohmen-like cus- 
tumo, holding the really magnificent 
double pairs with firm and easy hand, 
clashing along, ono would think danger- 
ously, but, as it turns out, with neither 
accident nor stoppage. At the bond of 
tho procession, consisting of twenty-three 
enormous but very sightly vehicles, drove 
his grace of Boaufort, who found it 
poisiblo as he bowled along to taka off 
his hat iurosponsoto the lusty cheors; 
then resuming his long whip, its ends 
swept rapidly over the horses' heads, tiok- 
ling the foremost into a smooth and oven 
run. It was .curious to soo the coaohnion, 
somo middle-aged and gray-haired, with 
firm-knit muscles aud almost invariably 
ooachman-liko rod faces, others youthful 
and proud and eager; every ono.however, 
sitting as confidentially and nonohalant- 
ly on his box as if he wero the experienc- 
ed Tony Wellor himself. Soon after tho 
Duke of Beaufort came his heir, Lord 
Worcester, exhibiting a model picco of 
driving and foreshadowing the timo when 
ho would rival his sportsmanlike siround 
among the ot,her nobilities was tho Earl 
of Maoclesfiold, who has long boeu fa- 
mons for his coaoh-driving and who hns 
many a time noted as ooaohman on tho 
Tunbridgo Wells road. Tho aristocratio 
ooachos are to bo seen daily at tho West 
End, making thoir way, some along the 
beautiful Thamas road to Richmond or 
Windsor, others plunging into tho nm- 
brageeus depths of Kont and Surrey; and 
they always from ono of tho characteris- 
tic features of Derby Day, when yon see 
thorn running along tho highway by the 
dozen or drawn up around the grand 
stand Itko great peripatetic edifioos. I 
hear that Bimiliar olubs have boen formed 
In Vienna, Paris and Florence ;but they will 
never rival the skill and zeal of tho Brit- 
ish sport, which is tho roiult of long tra- 
ditions, yoars of praotioo and fashion, and 
a nativo sturdinoss of whioh coaching 
seoms to be a typical symbol.

Columbia's Folly. 

The opinions, or rather tho utteranoos, 
of both seotions of the Canadian press up- 
on tho attitudo of . tho Pacific Province 
have been pretty extousively copied in 
tho looal journals, and it must havo boen 
soon that tho balance of reason and argu- 
ment is sadly against tha oourso pursued 
by tho Provincial Administration. In a 
mattor of suoh profound conoernmpnt, it 
is best to endeavour to look at both sides, 
and soek light and truth from overy avail- 
able source. With this view, wo present 
a fow brief extracts from a loading artiole 
in the Montreal Gaztitte, tho leadiug organ 
of tho Sir John Macdonald party in tho 
Province of Quebec It will hardly bo 
necessary tojpoint out that suoh views, ox- 
pressed by a journal anxious to place tho 
Mackenzie Administration in tho least fa- 
vorable light before the country, come 
with cumulative force. The Gazette sc- 
kuowledges the receipt of a copy of Col- 
I umbia's petition to tho Quoen— doubtless 
sent by somo friond of tho movement 
hero with tho belief that it would find an 
ardent advocate iu that journal — and, af- 
tsr quoting extensively therefrom, indul- 
ges in tho following reflections, whioh v,e 
oomuicnd to tho careful attention of the 
reader, who should novor lose sitfht of 
fact that they aro tho reluctant admiss- 
ions of a journal strongly opposed to the 
Mackenzie Administration: 

"It should be remembered that the 
people of British Columbia were parties 
to tho resolution, passed immediately af- 
ter tho adoption of the general resolutions 
embodying the basis of union, as inter- 
preting it. That resolution was to tho 
effect that tho mil way should bo built by 
moans of a private company, and not by 
tlio Govornmnnt, and with suoh liberal 
aid in land and money subsidy as conld 
ho given without affooting injuriously tha 
financial position of the Dominion. Tho 
delegates from British Columbia were 
present when that resolution was passed; 
it was annouuoed in their prosenoo that 
they wora consenting partios ta it; the 
Legislature of the Province subsequently 
accepted tho tonus agreed upon with tho 
knowledge that this interpreting resolu- 
tion had been thus adopted and placod 
upon tho journals of tho Houso af Com- 
mons; and they joined in tho address to 
tho Crown for tho issue of tho proclama- 
tion consummating the union, without in 
any way objooting to that resolution. Tho 
Govornment of Canada wero bound there- 
fore only to build tho road by means of 
a privato company liberally subsidized, 
and the quostion that arisos is, did the 
Govommont make duo diligence in the 
procuring of suoh a Company. Without 
in any way dismissing tlio questions 
which havo boon so ofton disoussod, we 
tliiukit will bo generally admitted that in 
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this respect the Government acted with 
reasonable promptitude. * * * * * 
And yet the resolution to forward such an 
addresi to the Queen is very greatly to be re- 
gretted. ; It will, we think, be generally 
conoeded, that only in an extreme case, 
and taken every other means have been ex- 
hausted, ahould the people of any part of 
Canada bring their grievances to the foot 
of the Throne. It should bo our object, 
as it certainly is our interest, to settle all 
matters of difference nmong ourselves. 
The moro we aot upon this principle, the 
moro wo labour to carry out without ap- 
poals to outside influence tho invocation 
of outside power, tho constitutional sys- 
tem of tho country, the moro will we bo 
entitlod to respect both at, home and a- j 
broad; Under these circumstances wo ro ■ 
gard it as fortunate that Mr. Walkem has 
visited Ottawa before going to England 
to ask the interference of the Imperial 
authorities. Mr. Mackenzie at least no- 
minally showed a disposition to meet, as 
far as ho could do so, tho views of the 
Provincial Government and people n 
sending a special agont to Victoria to con- 
sult with them." 

The arliclo concludes with the expres- 
sion of an earnest hopo that tlioro may bo 
no occasion for going beyond Ottawa.

the tail of hie coat, is a respectable fig- 
uro and serious compared with tho French 
duelist. M. Clomence, a doctor, who was 
Mayor of Montmartro under tho Com- 
mune, and has been "out" before this and 
"let daylight',' into, his opponent, chal- 
lenged M. Paid do Cassagnac, tho Napo- 
leon bully, nnd that hero replies as fol- 
lows:— "You nro a Republican and adoc- 
tor. These aro your only titles. I don't 
oonsider them as entitling you to the hon- 
our of a meeting with me. Tho ascend- 
ing scalo of the too numerous duels it- 
has been my misfortune to light will not 
permit me to assist you in' that pursuit of 
notoriety which you are engaged in, 
and which neither your talents, your wit. 
nor your patience havo yet conferred 
upon you. I don't see why I should give 
you a certificate of courage. Why didn't you 
tight during the late war, instead of ac- 
quiring tho sinistor renown of a Commun- 
ist. Pontius Pilatoliko, washing your hands 
whilst Clement Thomas and Lecomte 
wero being butchered almost under your 
eyes? * * * * » « 
No doubt if we wero to refuse tho cha*« 
leuge of all Republicans likely to be sent 
to tho galleys, it would bo rather hard 
linos, and you might have reason to com- 
plain. As to my courage— well, the hido 
of not a few of your pooplo bears marks 
that provo it, and their skin was of much 
higher quality than any you con tempt 
mo with." Humor kills men and things 
in Franoe. Will no French humorist lay 
hand on this absurd practice of duelling? 
Some of the politicians aro taking wiso 
steps in that direction. St. Croix, who 
struck Gambetta, and who is described by 
tho Bonapartist journals as "a noble gen- 
tleman," has been sentenced to six months 
imprisonment, and fined 200 francs. When 
at tho bar ho said ho wanted to provoke 
Giiubctta to fight. This fellow, who want- j 
od to pit his life against tjiat of tho most I 
important man iu France at this moment 
is by name Henri Raynouard Comte do 
Sainto Croix. Ho was born in 1840. At 
tho age of twolvo his father sent him to 
sea ae a cabin boy. For reasons not ex- 
plained ho did not stay long afloat; but 
tho next stage Gf Ids lifo was that in pur- 
suance of oorreotioual paternal power, ho 
was sent to the juvonilo penal colony of 
Mettray, under the care of the late lament- 
ed M. do Motz. After a period of proba- 
tion there, ho enlisted as a volunteer in 
the 3rd Regiment of Zouaves. Ho took 
part ill tho Italian campaign, and was 
successively promoted to the rank of cor- 
poral and sergeant. He was broke as a 
sergeant, roducod to be again a corporal, 
and with that grade sent to a disciplinary 
regiment in Senegal. There, while on 
parade and undergoing punishment of 
drill, ho mortally stabbed tho non-com- 
missioned officer in oommand of the squad . 
He wai fried by a court-martial and con- 
demned to death. The sentence was 
quashed for a dovico of form by a Court 
of Revision. Tried a second time he got -1 
years' penal servitude. Family influence 
placod hiin instead of in prison in a hos- 
pital, whore he was a great favorite with 
monks aud unns, on account of his fer- 
vent profossion of religion. Ho obtained 
a freo pardon before tho expiration of the 
torm of his sontenco, and again entered 
tho army as a privato. Ho went to Al- 
geria, and was for a time employed as 
Seoretary to an Arab bureau. But Col. 
do Montfort reduced him for habitual 
drunkenness from the rank of a first-class 
to a seoon d-olass soldier. In 1860 ho left 
tho army, and ever faince has lived upon 
an allowance from his father. But in 
1870 tho Empire made him a major of 
Mobiles, and his enemies admit that ho 
did his duty without reproach during the 
Prussian war. Ho was let off lightly, 
and no doubt will go through his six 
montliB' imprisonment with hope, for 
should tho Napoleons conio back ho will 
bo rewarded, as many such as he were, 
by Napoleon III., for conduct equally 
honorable.
